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HEAVY RAINS AGAIN CAUSE ELBA CITIZENS TO WORRY ABOUT FLOOD 


Torrential rains that have 
bucketed over 7-1/2 inches of 
rain on south Alabama. since 
early Tuesday morning have 
Elba residents keeping a wary 
eye on the Pea River as_ it 
rises toward an expected crest 
of 32 feet, two feet above flood 
Stage, 


The rains, caused by a low 
pressure system which moved 
inland from the Gulf, have 


swollen the river froma read- 
ing of 9 feet at 7 a.m, on 
Tuesday to a depth of 26.05 
feet at 4 p,m, Wednesday, 


The rain started at approx- 
imately 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, and by 6 a.m, Wed- 
nesday, the National Weather 
Service reported that 5,45 in- 
ches had fallen in Elba, An 
additional 2 inches fell Wed- 
nesday during the day, making 
the total rainfall over a 30- 
hour period 7,45 inches, 


The National Weather Ser- 
vice in Montgomery estimates 
a crest of 32 feet will occur 
sometime this morning (Thurs- 
day), but weather experts told 
THE CLIPPER “No drastic

flooding is expected.’’ 

Many Elba residents are 
thinking back to the flood of 
Wednesday, February 19, 1975, 
when the river crested at $7.5 
feet, That flood caused nearly 
$400,000 in damage and local 
residents fear a repeat of that 
disaster, 


Coffee County Civil Defense 
Director Moose Hope accom- 
panied members of the 46th 
Engineers from Ft. Rucker 
on a tour of the Elba area 
late Wednesday afternoon,and 
decided additional pumps tore- 


lieve the water problems with- 
in the levee were not needed, 
The engineers estimated the 
catch-basin near Putman St- 
reet would hold 20 feet of 
water, and since the rain was 


Scheduled to stop, advised ag- 
ainst bringing in extra pumps. 
According to Hope, the river 
would be going down on its own 
by the time the pumps could do 
any good. 

Representatives of the Army

Fire Marshall Reports County Jail Not Safe 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met on Monday, January 
23, at the Courthouse in Elba, 
and was informed that the 
State Fire Marshall stated after 
a recent inspection that the 
County Jail was “a threat to 
the lives of all housed in it!” 

The jail was inspected on 
December 13, and the results 
of the inspection were pre- 
sented to the commission Mon- 
day afternoon by Sheriff Neil 
Grantham, 

_ “We’re one of the few 
counties that hasn’t been sued 
after the recent jail inspect- 
ions,’’ said Sheriff Grantham, 
“but I’m afraid we’ll be next 
if something isn’t done,” 

The report stated that no 
progress has been made on 
correcting the unsafe condi- 
tions in the jail since the 
county was initially notified,’ 
Five inspections have been con- 
ducted since the initial report, 
but no work has been done, 

Grantham told the Com- 
mission that fire-proof mat- 
tresses have been purchased 
and work is being done on fire 
security doors. 

“The Fire Marshall re- 
quested we build a fire escape 
for the upstairs,” stated Gran- 
tham, ~‘but I think that would 
provide the prisoners anoth- 
er possible means for break- 
ing out,” 

The commissioners dis- 
cussed the problems and dir- 
ected Commissioner Rex 
Beutwell and Commissioner 
Jack Hornsby to work with the 
sheriff in correcting the un- 
safe conditions at the jail. 

Sheriff Grantham met with 
the commission during the 
afternoon session, but the bi- 
monthly meeting actually con- 
vened at 10:00 a.m. Present 
were Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer and Commissioners 
Jack Hornsby, Rex Boutwell, 
Gilmer Grant, Bennie Beck- 
ham, Don Smith and Maxwell 
Reeves, : 

The meeting’s first order of 
business was to open bids on 
equipment to be purchased for 
the county’s proposed _ rural 
garbage pickup. The highly 
detailed bids were read by 
Judge Sawyer who then gave 
the bids to County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins, Mr, Mullins

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failed to purchase a large truck, but promised to award a contract next Tuesday. 


Studied the bids for over two 
hours and then presented an 
itemized breakdown of the var- 
ious bids to the members of 
the commission, The only bids 
that were accepted were on a: 
one-ton truck, by Cook Chey- 
rolet of $5600.40; and a small 
garbage packer body by Enter- 
prise Hydraulic & Truck Com- 
pany, for $5490, 

Other bids net accepted were 
on a small pickup truck, a 
two-ton truck and a large 
garbage packer body. The 
commission discussed the bids 
received on these items, and 
agreed to award contracts for 
the additional equipment on 
Tuesday, January 31, at a 
special meeting. 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
reported he had interviewed 
Mr, Tim Hornsby for the post 
of Assistant County Engineer, 
and recommended the Com- 
mission meet with the appli- 
cant. Mullins recommended 
the young man be hired as 
soon as possible, 

The various county officials 
will be on the road quite a bit 


during the upcoming weeks, as 
the commission authorized its 


members to attend several 
meetings. The Commission 
authorized: 


***all Commission members 
and the solid waste supervisor 
to attend a meeting of county 
government officials at Lake 
Guntersville on February 22, 
23 and 24; 

***all Commission members 
to attend a meeting in Mont- 
gomery on Feb. 1 for Open 
House for county officials at 
the Capitol; 


***two County Highway Depart- 
ment employees to attend a 
two-week school on bridge 
maintenance and inspection in 
Montgomery - (the employees 
will commute daily); and 

***authorized Engineer Mullins 
to attend a conference on con- 
struction to be held at Mont- 
gomery on Feb, 21 and 22,

Higher natural gas rates are 
on the way for all 30,000 cus-

All bills received by cust- 
omers after March 1, 1978, 
will reflect the rate increase. 
It has been forced on the Gas 
District, according to R. J. 
Smith, manager, by a series 
of increases in the cost of gas 
purchased by the District. 

“Our supplier has hit us 
with six increases, all approved 
by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, since October, 1976,” 
Smith said, “We can no 
longer absorb our increased 
gas cost without a rate in- 
crease, 

“Under our new schedule,” 
Smith added, ‘‘our income will 
permit us to, meet our obliga- 
tions and render satisfactory 
service,” 

The new rates have been 
calculated on a sliding scale. 
Smith pointed out that cus- 
tomers in the smallest con- 
sumption categories will act- 
ually enjoy a minor decrease 
in rates, ‘‘We have very few 


customers in these categories,” | 


he said, ‘Rates for nearly all 
our customers will go up.”

Death Claims Prominent 
Elba Citizen Wednesday 


William Lister Brunson, 
founder and president of 
National Security Insurance of 
Elba died of an apparent heart 
attck at his home early Wed- 
nesday morning, He was 57 


years old on January 16 of 
this year, Brunson was rush- 
ed to the local hospital by the 
Rescue Squad, but was dead 
on arrival, 

Friends of the family report 
that he had been outside earlier 


worrying with rainwater col- 
lecting in a drainage ditch be- 
hind his home, 

Brunson was born in Sam- 
son, Alabama, in 1921. He 
graduated from Elba High 
School in 1938, University of 
Alabama with a BS in 1943, 

He founded National Secu- 
rity Insurance Company in 
February of 1947 with his fa- 
ther, the late W. M. Brunson, 
The office operations were in 
Brunson’s home, National Sec- 
urity continued to grow under 
‘Lister Brunson’s leadership, 
and during 1977 opened new 
million-dollar home office com- 
plex in Elba, 

Brunson, who worked as a 
practicing attorney in Elba be- 
fore entering the insurance 
business, was serving on the 
boards of Elba Exchange Bank, 
First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of Enterprise, Nas- 
co Equipment Company of Elba, 
and Elba General Hospital, in 
addition to his duties at Nat- 


ional Security, 
Brunson is survived by his 
wife, the former Carolyn 


English of Elba; three child- 
ren, Alice Maddox of Enter- 
prise; Bill, who is attending 
the University of Alabama, and 
Betsy of Elba; two brothers - 
Jack R, Brunson of Elba, and 
Jerry Brunson of Enterprise; 
two sisters: Mrs, J, E, Pitt- 
man of Enterprise and Mrs, 
Patsy Folmar of Goshen, 
Funeral services had not 
been announced at press time,

Owner Death 


Charles and Debra Brace- 
well, both currently serving 
time in the Covington County 
Jail, have been charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
Shooting death of store owner 
Rex Carnley last August. 

The couple, which calls Elba, 
Samson and DeFuniak Springs 
home, were charged last week 
with the murder of Carnley, who 
was found dead ip a pool of 
blood on the floor of his 
country store just east of Opp 
on Highway 84, The charges 
came following a five-month 
investigation into the death and 
robbery of Carnley. 

The young couple was ar- 
rested four months ago in Flo- 
rida on charges of burglary 
and grand larceny, and they 
were brought back to Covington 
County to stand trial. Mrs, 
Bracewell was released on bond 
after being returned to local 
authorities, but was later 
charged with burglary and was 
returned to jail, 

Charles Bracewell, 27, is an 
ex-felon,having served 10 
years in prison for kidnapping 
and robbery. Mrs, Bracewell, 
17, has been charged with sev- 
eral counts of burglary in the 
Opp area. 

The Bracewells were re- 
ported to have been prime 
suspects since the beginning of 
the investigatie and -law- offi- 
cers have concluded that there 
were no other accomplices, 

A passing motorist found 
Carnley’s body on the morning 
of August 15 on the floor of his 
small store, He had been shot 
nine times with a .22 caliber 
revolver which was found lying 
beside the body. Later exami- 
nation revealed that 5 bullets 
had entered his face, 1 entered 
his hand and three had been 
fired into the back of his head, 

The evidence will be pre- 
sented to the Grand Jury on 
February 13, with the charge 
of first degree murder.

LAW ENFORCEMENT IS 


EVERYBODY’S 


If there is any doubt that 
law enforcement is every- - 
body’s business, and needs the 
assistance and cooperation of 
every American, consider this: 
basing estimates on statistic 
trends, during the next twelve 
months there will be two mil- 
lion homes and businesses bur- 
glarized, over a million cars 
Stolen, about 350,000 people 
will be mugged or otherwise 
assaulted, a similar number 
will be robbed, and about 
20,000 will be brutally mur- 
dered. In addition, among the 
most despicable crimes, there 
will be 40,000 women who will 
report being raped, and another 
100,000 will be the victims of 
rape, but will not report it! 

Until recently, the crime 
of rape, when under discussion 
among men, has long been 
somewhat of a joke, with 
most believing simply, “wom- 
an can run faster with skirts 
up than man can with pants” 
down,” It is true, the cry of 
rape has no doubt been used 
down through the years by 
questionable women who hope 
for court-backed possibilities 
of monetary gain, establishing 
paternal responsibility, ete 
But, this category is minute 
compared to the thousands who 
are serious rape victims, What 
has awakened the male scof- 
fers? Homosexual Street at- 
tacks against men in some 
areas of the country now help 
in establishing the facts about 
this psychotic crime category, 

Rape is far more often a 
crime of opportunity than pre- 
meditation, due to the obvious 
physiologic involvement, Adult 
women are cognizant of this 
faact, yet allow situations of 
potential attack to develop, 
Seemingly with little thought 
of avoidance. Why’ 

All people, men and women 
alike, dress to be their most 
attractive. The basics of 
human nature demand notice, 
admiration, in varying degrees 
from those around us, But, 
rape victim case analyses 
often indicate many women go 
overboard in the attainment of 
these commonly desired goals, 
Example: the night worker who 
dresses in peekaboo blouse, 
see-through skirt, with accom- 
panying signals of unattach- 
ment, when she knows she must 
wait 20 minutes for her mid- 
night bus ride home in a ques- 
tionable neighborhood, 

Don’t many sexual attackers 
come through open windows late 
at night? Some do, but how 
would they gain entrance if 
common sense precautions 
were taken by the woman alone? 
One woman was attacked in 
her third floor bedroom by a 
rapist who climbed up to her 
unscreened, open window, using 
a ladder from her own garage 
that had been left unlocked, 
The only way she could have 
made it easier would have 
been to leave a key in the front 
door lock, 

The ‘‘new morality’ and 
deepening convictions about 
womens’ liberation have with- 
out doubt done much to  in- 
crease the frequency of for- 
cible rape, Law enforcement 
is in agreement with women 
having equal rights, but we 
dislike seeing women place 
themselves in situations of 
high vulnerability to criminal 
attack, when setting out to 
prove they are equal. Some 
common sense rules for pre- 
venting sexual attack are wor- 
thy of every woman’s consid- 
eration*: 

*Dress for the occasion or 
social situation you anticipate, 

*Avoid being on the streets, 
alone, late at night, especial- 
ly in unfamiliar surroundings, 

*Don’t open your door to 
Strangers -- day or night -- 
unless you have proved by 
credentials the caller is who 
he ciaims to be, and admit- 
tance is essential to complete 
a legitimate purpose, Keep 
outside door locked while de- 
termining, 

*Don’t be ‘too nice’’ to 
Strangers, at your door or at> 
social gatherings when know- 
ing you will leave alone, 
Avoid flirtations,unless ready 
for any eventuality, 

*If you live alone, list only 
your initials in phone direct- 
ories and on mail boxes, 

*If you drive alone, even in 
daylight hours, keep the doors 
locked, 

*When traveling the high- 
ways, don’t park along roadway 
to rest unless in an officially 
provided roadside rest area, 
with numerous users, 

*Make certain all windows 
in your home have _ stable 
screens that can be locked, 
and screening material is in 
good repair. Do not leave 


outside entries entrusted to 
the limited protection of hook-

ed screendoors, especially at 
hight. 

It may come as a surprise 
to come that forcible rape, es- 
pecially where juveniles are 
the victims, is all too often 
committed by a close family 
friend or relative, Baseless 
trust in all people known to 
you should not be awarded auto- 
matcally, on the grounds that 
‘nothing has ever happened be- 
fore.” This particularly where 
children are concerned, 

The rape victim who allcvs 
the crime to go unreported is 
doing a severe injustice toher- 
Self, other possible future vic- 
times and even the rapist, With 
an undetected, unpunished suc- 
cessful attack on a woman, 
there is little doubt that the 
attacker will try again, per- 
haps even returning to the 
scene of his first, 


*In this listing, it is not the 
author’s intention to over- 


simplify by presenting only the’ 


most obvious, However, since 
a large percentage of sexual 
attacks against women involve 
a seeming disregard of the most 
common methods of prevention, 
it was felt utilization of 
limited space in this manner 
would hold the most potential 
value for all readers,

Since October, 1976, the Federal Power Commission has 
granted the Natural Gas Industry six rate increases. Most of 
these increases have been at the wellhead. 
they were granted to the Natural Gas producers, and the 
producers have passed the increases down the line to distrib- 
utors such as the Gas District. 


Your Gas District, therefore, must pass these increases on to 
its customers, effective with March 1, 1978, billings. 


All rate schedules will be increased proportionately, 
although in the smallest consumption categories (as indicated 
in, the table below) there are actually minor decreases. Our 
new rates will be reflected on all bills which customers 
receive after March 1, 1978.

Rates. Column “A” gives the old rates, on consumption 
indicated by meter readings prior to February 20. Column 
“BY gives the new rates, effective on all meters read on or 
after February 20, 1978, and reflected on bills customers will 
receive after March 1, 1978.

FERTILIZING FRUITS 

When was the last time you 
fertilized fruit trees and vines 
at your home,’ February is a 
good time to fertilize fruit 
trees in Coffee County, You 
need to get it down early so 
that plant roots will have time 


to take up the nutrients and 
allow yood new growth in the 
spring. Incidentally, black- 
berries and strawberries need 
three fertilizer applications 


during the year -- one in 
February, one after harvest 
and one in October, 

Our fertilizer recommenda- 
tions are as follows; 

Tree fruits - 1 pound 8-8-8 
/tree/year of age 

Pecans - 2 pounds 8-8-8/ 
tree/year of age 

Pears - 3/4 pound 8-8-8/ 
tree ‘year of age 

Figs, grapes, blueberries - 

2 pound 8-8-8/plant/year of 
dge

PLANTING INTENTIONS 

USDA released a report this 
past Friday which indicates ac- 
reage of crops that farmers 
throughout the nation plan to 
plant in 1978. Ihave not seen 
the report, but it could trigger 
some major price movements, 
Trade sources are expecting 
62-65 million acres of soybeans 
and 80-81 million acres of 


corn, If the USDA estimates 
are lower than trade esti- 
mates, we could see some 


price movements, particularly 
in soybeans, We have a rec- 
ord supply of soybeans but 
consumption is runnifg well 
ahead of last year but less 


than expected acreage in 
1978 could be beneficial to 
prices, 

A lot of Coffee County 


farmers will be looking for 
these reports to help them 
make a decision on whether to 
plant a few more soybeans and 
cut down on corn or the other 
way around, Most Coffee 
County farmers realize that 
the big acreages of soybeans 
and corn are planted in the 
midwest, Variations in our 
plantings down here have 
very little influence on prices. 
So it is important to keep up 
with what is happening in the 
midwest which is the major 
producing area, 


SULF UR 

Years ago a lot of sulfur 
was used in the manufacture 
of mixed fertilizer. In rec- 
ent years some companies 
have cut down greatly on the 
amount of sulfur being used, 
Some fertilizers do not con- 
tain sulfur, The Auburn Uni- 
versity Soil Testing Laboratory 
recommends that all fertilizers 
being used contain enough sul- 
fur to apply about 10 pounds 
per acre each year for most 
crops, Some of the high ana~ 
lysis materials do not contain 
that much. The sulfur content 
of fertilizer should be shown 
on the label or tag. Check 
with your dealer that you are 
buying fertilizer from to de- 
termine if sulfur is being used. 

Most of the time a sulfur 
deficiency is more likely to 
occur on sandy soils, This is 
because sulfur tends to leach 
out of the root zone. We have 
a lot of sandy soils here in 
the county, So we need to 
supply some sulfur each year, 
In many instances sulfur de- 
ficiencies show up much the 
same as nitrogen deficiencies, 
that is, the yellowing of leaves 
and poor growth, Be sure. to 
check with your dealer to find 
out if the sulfur is being used 
in the manufacture of fertiliz- 
er. 


MACHINERY STORAGE 

Where do you store your 
farm machinery? We do not 
have the machinery storage in 
Coffee County that many farm- 
ers north of us have, How- 
ever, the damage down here is 
just as great, Cold weather as 
such does not harm machinery. 
The main problem is water 
and the rusting process. This 
occurs where you have high 
humidity and temperatures, 

For most Coffee County 
farmers one of the real im- 
portant reasons for storing ma- 
chinery in a dry place is to 
increase its reliability, Apiece 
of equipment that is properly

stored is not nearly so likely 
to break down, 

We have several plans for 
pole type sheds with a metal 
roof and sides, In many cases 
these sheds can be built for 
about 33 a square foot, If you 
can build the shed yourself, 
the cost can be further reduced.

RECORD KEEPING 

Several Coffee County 


farmers have realized this past 
fall how important it is to keep 
records. Those applying for 
Small Business Administration 
loans and other types of loans 
have had to come up with rec- 
ords on their production and 
expenses the past three years 
or so. This is one use of rec- 
ords, Records are also ex- 
tremely valuable for tax rec- 
ords. 

In my opinion, by far the 
most important reason for 
farm records is to tell how 
well you are doing in each 
farm enterprise, It is very 
difficult to know with any 
precision how well you § are 
doing unless a record is kept. 
Quite a few Coffee County 
farmers get their wives to 
keep the records. What about 
determining how to keep an 
adequate record of your farm 
business! Records have always 
been important but certainly 
now with so many factors enter- 
ing into farming, it is more 
important than ever, The time 
you spend on records may be 
some of your most. profitable 
hours,

SOIL COMPACTION 

Deterioration of the physi- 
cal condition of many of our 
prime agricultural soils is 
being caused by soil compact- 
ion, While many farmers are 
aware of this condition, many 
are still not informed of the 
problems created by compact- 
ion, An article in the Jan- 
uary issue of “Crops andSoils’”’ 
by L. S, Robertson and A, E, 
Erickson, entitled ‘Soil Com- 
paction, Symptoms, Causes, 
Remadies,’”’ describes well the 
effects of compact soil on 
erosion, plant growth, soil 
moisture levels, temperatures, 
root growth and energy, 

When observing a field, soil 
compaction can be observed 
both through plant and soil 
conditions, The most obvious 
conditions are slow plant em- 
ergence, variable sized plants, 
off colored leaves, shallow or 
malformed root systems, cr- 
usting, cracks in tractor wheel 
marks, subsurface compact 
zones, standing water, exces- 
Sive water erosion, increased 
power requirements for till- 
age, and the presence of par- 
tially decomposed crop resi- 
dues months after being in- 
corporated into the soil, While 
the high-clay type soils have 
a naturally compact nature, the 


sandier type soils generally 
found throughout Coffee County 
may also exhibit ‘‘clodiness 
and cracking’ due to mechani- 
cal compaction of the soil, 

Compact soils can cause a 
poor stand of peanuts, corn, 
rye or pasture grasses, while 
an even more drastic result 
of this problem can be lodging 
of an entire field due to shal- 
low root systems, Fuei costs 
can increase enormously with 
the extra power demanded by 
tillage equipment to prepare 
the land properly in compact- 
ed soil conditions, Inadequate 
drainage is also a problem, as 
water is not able to percolate 
downward, Drowning out of 
young plants on‘ large level 
acreages can yield disastrous 
results to the farmer, 

Erosion vf soils is often 
accelerated on these compacted 
soils, since the water is not 
able to seep downward, Mil- 
lions of tons of soil are lost 
each year during heavy rains 
washing the soil away from 
the field because of decreased 
drainage.

Old Time Mathematics 


BY; BILL BRUCE

Mathematics instruction re- 
ceives special emphasis in the 
Elba City Schools, Across the 
country annual testing has in- 
dicated that many students do 
not have mastery of the basic 
computation skills, essential 
to functioning in today’s world, 

The Elba City Board of 
Education, under the leader- 
ship of Superintendent Elmer 
Taylor, has set out to see that 


each Elba ‘student has every 
opportunity to get a good 
mathematics foundation, Be- 


ginning at age five, the Elba 
City Schools provide one of 
the few full-fledged kindergar- 
ten programs in the State of 
Alabama, 

In kindergarten, the child- 
ren learn the preschool skills 
basic to understanding mem- 
bers. Beginning in grade one, 
students are provided math in- 
struction in Title I mathematics, 
In order to receive this spe~ 
cial instruction, a student must 
qualify on a mathematics test. 

The Title I math instructor 
for the Elba City Schools is 
Mr, John Hunter, A native 
of Illinois, Mr. Hunter re- 
ceived his college education 
with special emphasis in 
mathematics from Troy State 
University. Mr, Hunter uses 
a pretest-instruction - post- 
test (sometimes called diag- 
nostic - prescriptive) process, 
After testing a child to ascer- 
tain what his needs are, the 
child is assigned the appro- 
priate instructional materials. 
These materials are arranged

into groups and are called 
‘earning packets,” After 
completing a “packet” a child 
is posttested, to determine if, 
he needs to proceed to the next 
step in the learning sequence, 

very child works on an indi- 
vidual basis, 

At the year’s beginning first 
grade Title 1 math students 
worked on learning to count 
and to recognize written num- 
erals. They learned to use 
worksheets, learning centers, 
and manipulatives, At this 
time, most second graders 
were learning basic addition 
and subtraction facts using 
packets, centers and flash 
cards, Third graders learned 
to regroup in addition and sub- 
traction, for the most part, 

At the present time, first 
graders are working on the 
addition and subtraction facts 
0-18. Most second graders 
are working on addition and 
subtraction with regrouping, but 
there is a wide range of ach- 
ievement among children by 
this time. 

A small number of third 
graders are working on addi- 
tion with regrouping, About 
half of all third graders are 


concentrating on subtraction 
using regrouping. The re- 
maining third graders are 


striving to learn the multipli- 
cation facts. 

The Title I program is fed- 
erally funded under the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act. Elba City Schools 
applies its Title I funds to 
providing instruction in grades 
K, 1, 2 and 3. A Parent Ad- 
visory Committee (PAC) meets
